Subject created in Brussels a section of AMT VI of the Berlin 
RSHA, which he placed under the direction of one Pierre-Marie-Ernest 
SWEERTS @ "Tarzan", DPOB — 27 Dec. 1918 at St. Josse— ten-Noode, Brussels 

This section was composed of some 20 agents with the principal 
mission of collecting political, economic, and military information on 
occupied countries, the western allies, and neutral countries. 

Subject is reported to have married one Therese-Marie-Yvonne 
ANDRIES (DPOB — 1 April 24 at Brussels) on 19 Aug 43, according to the 
(German) SS marriage ceremony. The marriage is not registered at 
Schaerbeek. He was reportedly transferred to Germany in November 
1943, was said to have lived for some months at 86 Kaiserdamm in 
Berlin, and was sent later to the Eastern Front. 

Subject left Munich on 10 April 1945, and with Belgian documents 
attempted to enter Belgium as a laborer. Passing throygh Belgium in 
July 1946, he was interrogated at Brussels by British authorities. 

In June 1947 Subject was interned in Germany, at the disposition of 
the British services, He was the subject of legal action planned 
by the Military Court of Brussels, which was terminated without 
decision as of 29 Jan 48. 

We have no information on the use by Subject and ANDRIES of the 
aliasses ZONNEBEECQ-ABEELE. 
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We note FYI that Marcel ZSCHUNKE received Belgian Visa #12,829, 
valid for one month, at the Belgian Passport Office in Munich, for 
the purpose of entering Belgium on business. At the time he held 
German Passport #34.486/52, issued at Stuttgart, valid from 21 Aug. 
1952 to 21 Aug. 1954. From the application he filled out at that 
time, the following information has been extracted:
